WOULD NOT KNEEL TO DIE. 


Another Instance of Spanish Cruelty 
to the 
Cuban 
lusurfirents— 
Priests Protest in Vain.

Probably the most thrilling and 
pathetic 
execution that 
has ever 
taken place in Havana was that of 
Col. Antonio Lopez Coloma, who 
was shot on Thursday, despite his 
having surrendered under a procla 
mation of amnesty. 
This 
took place at the ghastly 
butchery grounds of Las Cabanas. 
As he came forth with priests and 
guards through the fortress' gloomv 
portals, 
he was greeted with yells 
by 
the 
Spanish 
crowd that had 
gathered to 
gloat over his death 
agony. 
To these 
he replied de­ 
fiantly, with a cry for his couniry. 
I'he 
thrusting 
down 
into 
his 
throat of a handkerchief by a Span­ 
ish officer to stop his cheers for 
Cuba quickly followed. 
The 15, - 
000 men gathered on the hills over­ 
looking the place of execution, in 
tense in their hatred, bitter in their 
denunciation, thirsting and crying 
for the life of the doomed man, 
were stilled into silence by the terri 
\ ble vehemence of the man in the 
i^ ^ ^ r u g g l e to give his last breath for

home and country. 
The savagery of the scene was 
heightened by the pallid faces of 
his slayers. 
Coloma was to have been shot at 
6 in the morning. 
E/en at that 
early hour 10, 000 persons had gath­ 
ered. 
The Spanish population does 
not go to these executions as did 
the Romans of old, for sport, but 
to satisfy their hatred of the Cuban 
patriots.

execution was postponed until % p. 
ra. of the same day. 
A company of soldiers were in 
the background awaiting the signal 
for the doomed man to appear. 
The

miles),

miles 
shorter. 
In railway working, how 
ever, 
as 
in other mundane affairs, 
promise and 
perf orm ance are not 
always identical things, and it b e ­ 
comes interesting to 
see 
bow the 
remarkable 
promise ot the Great 
Western railway special time table 
is fulfilled in actual working.

This represents an average speed 
from start to stop of 51.7 miles an 
hour. 
Tha t, although a good rate 
of speed,

when allowance 
is made for these draw backs, it will 
be seen 
that the work demand ed 
from fine engines is of a very high 
class. 
T hat the down road for 
the first 
117 miles or so is one of the easiest 
in the world may

mitted.

from

usage of his race and people.

a week only does he present himself 
to the view of the people, to assure 
them of his continued existence and 
health. 
On one of these state visits to the 
mosque two or three weeks 
ago
